PUTS A CURB OH "TRUSTS’' 


Opinion of Great Importance W ill End 
Existing Monopolies— Draws Line 
Between Sherman Act and 
Patent Laws. 


Washington, May 
27.— A 
decision 
that will reduce the cost 
of 
living 
somewhat for every household 
that 
purchases patented articles was ren­ 
dered la the case of a newly patented 
nerve tonic by the T nlted títut*» S u ­ 
preme court. 
The tribunal declares 
unlawful the practice of m anufactur­ 
ers In fixing retail prices on patented 
articles by means of a notice warning 
the dealer against infringing the pat 
ent. 
The court's decision was five to four, 
with Justices McKenna, Holm«*», lair 
ton and Van Devanter dissenting- Ju s 
tice Day announced the m ajority deck 
slim, which held that while th** patent 
laws gave tin* owner exclusive right to 
"vend" articles, that was not the same 
as a right to “ keep 
up 
the 
price. 
That, the court held, was not granted 
by th«* patent law.
